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A TARIFF COMMISSION. 


For years many strong arguments 


have been advanced in raver ot a per- 
manent tariff commission (or the pur- 
pose of reporting from year to year to 
Congress such changes in tariff sched- 
ules as experience proved to be neces- 
sary for the public good. The Cali- 
fornia Populists in State convention 
declared for such a commission, but 
the Republicans ridiculed the idea. 
Now no less a personage than Senator 
Culloui of Illinois plauea himself on 
record in favor ot suoh a commission. 
He candidly admits that we cannot 
continue indefinitely as we' have been 
doing in dealing with the tariff because 
the business of the country will not 
tolerate "it. It is probable that Senator 
Oullom will offer an amendment to the 
tariff bill now before the Senate to 
provide for suoh a commission. 


As ie now is the business of the 


country is deranged every time there 
is a change in the business complexion 
of Congress because of changes in tariff 
sched ules. The prices of many articles 
of consumption are advanced or ie- 
duced, according to the prospects of a 
high or low tariff. 
Trusts make 


millions by those changes and the pub- 
lic is rarely bonefltted. What the peo- 
ple wont is a tariff that will produce 
sufficient revenue for the support of 
the Government honestly and econom- 
ically administered, not a tariff that 
will enrich a few at the expense of 
the many. The income tax was.one of 
the fairest methods ever devised to 
procure revenue for the Government, 
as only those who had incomes were re- 
quired to contribute to the public 
fund, but as one of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court changed bis opinion as 
to the constitutionality of the tax, it 
cannot be collected. The next best 
thing is a • tariff which will produce 
revenue for the support of the Govern- 
ment without enriching trusts at the 
expense of the general public. A com- 
mission permanently established could 
afford Congress intelligent informa- 
tion and suggestions as to the best 
methods of accomplishing this purpose 
and the people would have assurance 
no very radical changes would be made 
in tariff schedules at any session of 
Congress, ^whatever the political com- 
plexion of the majority of the members 
might be.

IS IT GOOD POLICY? 


The City Council at its meeting last 


night cut off the street service of the 
Electric Light Company as far as the 
town is concerned. The reason given 
is that tha present cost of $216 per 
month is more than the town can afford 
to pay considering tho conditions' of the 
funds on hand and the prospective in- 
come. It ia reported that $100 per 
month was offered for the service, but 
was declined. 


While it is to be admitted that the 


street lights are in a measure a luxury 
they have almost become a necessity 
and to discontinue them will not only 
be an inconvenience but a decided 
backward step, if, as was claimed when 
the incorporation movement was ad- 
vocated, that progression and improve- 
ment was the intention of the change 
in city management. Of course, if tiie 
revenue from city sources will not per- 
mit of an extravagance of this char- 
acter and the provisions of the bill will 
not allow the Board of Councilmen to 
contract bills beyond the income, they 
have no discretion, but must act within 
the limit provided.. 


Whether it is good policy just at 


this time, however, to discontinue one 
the most useful public benefits as well 
as one of the best advertisements the 
town has of its claims as a city, is a 


, question that deserves the most careful 


consideration,and as an economical step 
its results may be penny wise and 
pound foolish.

A SALT TRUST. 


The news comes from Pomeroy, Ohio, 


that the numerous companies in that 
vicinity have organized a trust which 
will increase the price of salt 50 cents 
per barrel. The trust announces to the 
public that it will increase the working 
force by over 1,000 men as the increased 
price will enable the companies com- 
prising the trust to operate more ex- 
tensively. 


This is a new feature and if it proves 


effective it will show that trusts are 
not as bad as they are represented to 
be. If advancing the price of salt in- 
creases the consumption of the articles 
and enables the trust to employ a 
thousand more men than the several 


• companies which form the trust have 


heretofore employed, then trusts are 
public benefactors and the Republi- 
cans are right in upholding them. 
Farmers should avail themselves of the 
informatian given by the ealt trust to 
benefit themselves and give employ- 
ment to more people, Instead of rais- 
ing hay, for instance, on Individual ac- 
count they should form an association, 
advance the price of hay, raise more of 
it and thus give employment to more 
bands, that is if they believe that ad- 
ding a dollar or two per ton to the 
price of hay will increase its consump- 
tion.

Shortly after he came into his 


room and retired. 
Latei his compan- 


ion was aroused 
by 
McOrimmon'a 


peculiar breathing and he called to 


him, 
but received no reply. 
He im- 


mediately arose and lighted the lamp 
and tried to arouae tho young man, 
but without success and be tben went 
for aid, but by the time he returned 
McCrimmoii was dead. 


It is supposed that when he went 


back into the store he wrote bis last 
letter and took the morphine, as the 
bottle containing the drug was found 
as was also the following letter: 


"WASHOE, May 8,1897." 


'To whom ^t may concern:—I die of my 


own free will as I have nothing else to 
live for. I went home to-day to see the 
folks for the last time. 
I hope my 


debts will be paid from this on. What 
is on eart'- for me f Nothing ! but sor- 
row and grief and pain, so now I bid 
you all farewell. I am as ever,
